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President’s  Report 


The  year  past  few  years  have  brought  economic  loss  to  many  businesses  as  well  as  to 
individuals  and  our  association  was  not  spared.  These  economic  downturns  at  times 
make  it  necessary  to  implement  cut  backs.  After  reviewing  losses  of  late  2003,  the  board 
met  on  June  11,  2003  and  voted,  effective  on  that  date,  to  eliminate  for  an  indefinite 
period  all  salaried  positions  with  the  exception  of  an  accountant. 

While  the  decision  was  an  emotionally  difficult  one  to  make,  it  was  made  with  the 
welfare  of  the  organization  in  mind.  As  a Board  our  fiduciary  responsibility  was  to  ensure 
the  economic  well  being  of  the  organization.  With  that  in  mind  the  Board  looked  at  our 
expenses  and  in  an  effort  to  not  reduce  services  to  members  recognized  that  the  only 
option  was  to  go  back  to  a total  volunteer  staff  The  services  to  our  members  and  those 
outside  our  organization  that  we  work  with  should  not  in  any  was  be  compromised. 

Our  hope  is  that  our  actions  now  will  keep  us  moving  forward  and  that  by  acting  quickly 
we  will  keep  the  organization  on  sound  footing. 

As  we  look  toward  2004,  our  13  0'  anniversary  nursing  education  at  MGH,  we  continue 
to  offer  two  outstanding  continuing  educational  offerings  at  a nominal  fee.  We  are 
involved  in  the  funding  for  the  archives  at  the  MGH  IHP,  give  grants  and  scholarships 
and  are  involved  in  the  capital  campaign. 

As  we  move  into  2004,  we  continue  to  make  adjustments  to  our  economic  climate  by 
reducing  expenditures  in  the  appropriate  areas.  With  these  reductions,  we  will  continue  to 
grow  as  an  organization. 

We  have  some  lofty  goals  for  next  year  and  with  your  continued  support  and 
understanding  I expect  we  will  achieve  these  goals. 


Office  Report 

Condolences  are  extended  to  all  family,  friends,  and  classmates  of  the  deceased  members. 

There  are  1051  active  members  and  63  complementary  members  currently.  We  have 
addresses  for  an  additional  1590  but  have  lost  (no  current  address)  2245.  If  you  are  not  a 
member  currently  we  hope  you  will  join  and  if  you  know  classmates  that  are  not 
receiving  any  of  our  mailings  make  sure  that  they  send  us  their  current  address. 

The  membership  was  asked  to  vote  on  the  changes  in  the  By  Laws  of  Association.  The 
vote  was  taken  with  the  ballot  for  officers  and  the  membership  passes  the  changes  as  sent. 
Copies  of  the  new  By  Laws  are  available  through  the  office. 

The  office  has  been  staffed  by  volunteers  since  June  and  we  try  to  keep  up  with  the 
requests  and  phone  messages.  The  office  will  not  be  open  on  a regular  basis  starting  after 
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Homecoming  and  through  the  winter  months.  But  phone  messages  will  be  picked  up  and 
answered.  Please  contact  us  via  email  or  phone  and  we  will  answer. 

Miriam  Huggard  our  long  term  volunteer  submitted  her  resignation  over  the  summer  and 
she  is  going  to  be  missed.  Her  work  and  knowledge  of  the  organization  has  kept  us 
moving  ahead  and  she  has  mentored  many  on  the  board  currently  and  those  from  past 
boards  as  well.  Our  words  of  thanks  to  her  seem  insignificant  for  all  that  she  has  given 
us.  We  hope  that  she  will  continue  to  be  active  and  stay  in  contact  with  us  all.

Treasurer 's  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  2002  the  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  Association 
received  a total  of  $281,088.00  from  bequests,  dues,  fund  drives,  donations  bank  account 
interest  and  educational  and  homecoming  events.  Of  this  amount  we  received  $34942.00 
from  dues  and  the  annual  fund  drive.  Educational  and  homecoming  events  that  are  used 
to  offset  the  costs  of  these  programs  totaled  $10,950.00  for  a total  of  $45,872.00  in 
unrestricted  income.  Restricted  income  that  is  only  available  for  specified  purposes 
totaled  $235,216.00. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  31,  2002,  expenses  for  the  general  operations  of 
the  Association  were  $96,842.00  for  a deficit  of  $52,970.00.  Other  expenses  that  were 
covered  by  restricted  funds  totaled  $97,368.00  for  a grand  total  of  $194,210  expended. 

Fiscal  2002’s  decrease  in  net  cash  flow  continues  to  be  due  to  losses  from  investments 
and  increased  office  expenses.  Based  on  this  fiscal  picture,  the  finance  committee 
reviewed  all  income  and  expenditures  and  made  recommendations  to  the  board  to 
decrease  operating  expenses. 

There  were  two  awards  issued  to  IHP  students,  two  scholarships  issued,  and  no  new 
loans  granted  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31, 2002. 

A copy  of  the  full  financial  report  is  on  file  in  the  Alumnae  office  and  is  available  for 
review.

Annabella  McCrae  Loan  Fund 

This  year  the  Annabella  McCrae  Loan  Fund  gave  one  loan  for  a total  of  $4,000.00  with 
the  same  amount  to  be  disbursed  in  the  late  winter.  There  are  three  loans  that  are  being 
paid  in  a timely  manner.

Applications 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Record,  Beyond  the  Cap  or  from  the  Alumnae  Office.  We 
request  applications  to  be  submitted  by  May,  but  will  welcome  them  at  other  times  of  the 
year.

Matching  Gifts 

Today  more  companies  are  letting  employees  determine  where  their  charitable  donation 
dollars  are  spent.  This  is  done  through  a “Matching  Gift”  program.  The  major  criteria 
most  corporations  have  to  determine  if  donations  can  be  matched  is  that  the  donation  is  to 
a designated  501c-3  non-profit  organization.  The  company  also  requires  that  the 
organization  receiving  the  funds  fill  out  their  matching  gift  form  and  return  it  with  the 
proper  tax  information  for  their  records. 

If  the  company  you  work  for  offers  a “Matching  Gift”  program,  remember  your 
donations  to  the  Alumnae  Association  are  probably  eligible.  Check  your  company  policy 
today.

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MGH  School  of  Nursing  Archives  Find  a Permanent  Home 


On  October  17,  2003,  the  MGH  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  “approve  the  permanent 
transfer  of  the  archives  of  the  administrative  and  educational  records  of  the  MGH  School 
of  Nursing”  from  the  Countway  Library  of  Harvard  Medical  School  to  the  MGH  Institute 
of  Health  Professions,  with  thanks  for  their  safekeeping  since  1980.  For  more  than 
twenty  years,  these  records  have  been  kept  in  temporary  remote  storage,  while  the 
Institute  has  had  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and  oversight  of  MGH  SON  student 
records  and  transcripts  and  for  controlling  access  to  the  archives  stored  at  Countway. 

Miss  Helen  Sherwin  carefully  and  lovingly  organized  these  archives,  comprising  43 
boxes  of  documents,  artifacts,  photographs  and  clippings.  Relatively  few  scholars  and 
others  have  accessed  them,  as  they  were  never  catalogued  for  public  or  scholarly 
consumption.  One  recent  exception  is  Institute  Associate  Professor  Karen  Wolf,  who 
used  the  archives  to  author  her  history  of  the  final  years  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing 
and  the  founding  of  the  Institute. 

In  early  2001,  after  the  Institute  moved  into  the  Catherine  Filene  Shouse  Building  in  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard,  the  entire  MGH  SON  archives  were  transported  to  the  Institute. 
With  the  help  of  a professional  archivist,  the  condition  of  the  archives  was  assessed  and 
several  items  were  selected  or  copied  for  display  in  the  historical  lobby  exhibit  that  traces 
the  origins  of  the  Institute  back  to  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing.  At  the  same  time,  the 
archivist  surveyed  possible  locations  in  the  Institute’s  building  where  an  archives  storage 
facility  might  be  created.  After  a few  weeks  of  intensive  scrutiny,  the  archives  were 
returned  to  the  Countway. 

Plans  were  made  and  funding  obtained  from  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  to 
renovate  a small  windowless  room  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Shouse  Building,  to  install 
appropriate  climate  controls  and  lighting,  to  equip  it  with  proper  storage  shelves  and 
cabinets  and  to  give  the  archives  a permanent  home.  The  move  is  to  be  accomplished  by 
the  Spring  2004. 

Once  the  archives  are  relocated,  there  are  a number  of  preservation  and  maintenance 
tasks  to  be  performed  before  cataloging  can  begin.  The  Institute  welcomes  volunteer 
help  from  among  the  MGH  SON  alumnae  for  the  archives  project.  If  you  are  interested

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MGH  Nursing  Update

It  was  my  pleasure  to  share  with  you  the  news  of  MGH’s  Magnet  designation  at  your 
recent  Homecoming  meeting.  In  this  MGH  Nursing  Update,  I thought  that  I’d  recap  our 
Magnet  journey.  As  you  know,  this  prestigious  award  by  the  American  Nurses 
Credentialing  Center  (ANCC),  recognizes  nursing  excellence.  The  award  signifies  that  a 
healthcare  organization  is  a safe,  high  quality  environment  for  nurses  to  practice  and  for 
patients  to  receive  care.  I’m  proud  to  note  that  MGH  is  the  first  and  only  Magnet  hospital 
in  Massachusetts. 

The  award  is  based  upon  the  original  Magnet  Hospital  Study  published  in  1983,  which 
studied  the  characteristics  of  hospitals  that  were  able  to  withstand  the  significant  nursing 
shortage  at  the  time.  The  research  identified  characteristics  that  fostered  and  that 
impeded  recruitment  and  retention  of  a highly  qualified  nursing  staff 

Nursing  research  has  continued  over  the  past  two  decades  and  a body  of  knowledge 
demonstrates  that  not  only  are  Magnet  hospitals  good  places  for  nurses  to  work,  but 
patients  experienced  better  outcomes.  For  example,  mortality  rates  are  4.6%  lower  and 
AIDS  patients  are  60%  more  likely  to  leave  a Magnet  hospital  alive.  Patients  experience 
fewer  nosocomial  infections,  falls  & pressure  ulcers.  Hospital  stays  are  shorter,  and  there 
are  fewer  ICU  days.  Patients  are  more  satisfied  with  their  care. 

Magnet  hospitals  are  safer  places  to  work,  for  example,  there  are  fewer  needlestick 
injuries.  Nurses  who  work  at  a Magnet  hospital  are  more  satisfied  with  their  practice 
setting.  In  the  United  States  66%  of  the  nurses  are  moderately  to  extremely  satisfied  in 
their  practice  setting.  84%  of  nurses  at  Magnet  hospitals  are  moderately  & very  satisfied. 
At  the  MGH  90%  of  the  nurses  responding  to  an  annual  survey  are  satisfied  & very 
satisfied.  This  is  further  evidenced  by  a vacancy  rate  of  3.1%  at  MGH  compared  to  8% 
in  Magnet  hospitals  and  13%  in  the  US.  Likewise,  the  turnover  rate  at  MGH  is  5.2% 
compared  to  12%  at  Magnet  hospitals  and  15%  in  the  nation. 

Following  the  original  research,  hospitals  soon  wanted  to  be  known  as  “magnet 
hospitals”  and  the  ANCC  began  to  draft  standards  based  on  the  research.  In  1994,  the 
first  hospital  in  the  US  applied  for  this  award.  The  number  of  Magnet  hospitals  has 
steadily  increased  and  the  first  international  Magnet  hospital  was  designated  in  2002.  As 
of  September  2003,  there  are  only  85  Magnet  hospitals  in  the  world. 

The  application  process  is  a challenging  one;  less  than  70%  of  applicants  are  successful. 
Applications  are  comprised  of  two  components:  submission  of  written  evidence  followed 
by  a site  visit.  In  the  fall  of  2002,  work  began  in  earnest  to  gather  our  best  examples  of 
how  MGH  met  or  exceeded  14  standards  and  95  criteria.  The  standards  of  care  and 
professional  performance  recognize  excellence  in: 

• the  management,  philosophy  and  practice  of  nursing  services;

■ adherence  to  national  standards  for  improving  the  quality  of  patient  care  services; 

■ leadership  of  the  chief  nurse  executive/team  in  supporting  professional  practice 
and  continued  competence  of  nursing  personnel;  and 

■ understanding  and  respecting  the  cultural  and  ethnic  diversity  of  patients,  their 
significant  others,  and  health  care  providers. 

To  prepare  the  evidence,  a Magnet  Steering  Committee  and  four  workgroups  were 
organized  to  study  each  criterion;  gather  the  best  examples  to  submit,  and  draft  and 
review  evidence.  A Writer’s  Group  was  convened  to  translate  all  of  the  evidence  into 
one  voice. 

On  January  9,  2003,  2,305  pages  of  written  evidence  were  submitted.  Our  Magnet 
appraisers  spent  two  months  carefully  reviewing  the  information.  Of  note,  they  did  not 
request  any  additional  infonnation  or  ask  any  questions  for  clarification. 

A site  visit  was  scheduled  for  June  10  - 12,  2003.  The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  to  verify, 
clarify  and  amplify  the  written  evidence  submitted.  In  preparation  for  the  site  visit,  177 
Staff  Nurses  were  enrolled  as  Magnet  Champions.  Their  role  was  to  share  key 
information  with  all  staff  members,  help  identify  additional  unit  examples  to  support 
written  application,  and  to  encourage  involvement  of  everyone  in  the  visit. 

During  the  visit,  the  appraisers  attended  Collaborative  Governance  group  meetings  and  a 
Clinical  Performance  Management  team  meeting.  They  met  with  Clinical  Recognition 
Program  Advanced  Clinicians  and  Clinical  Scholars  and  had  lunch  and  dinner  with 
randomly-selected  groups  of  Staff  Nurses.  They  met  with  New  Graduates,  Nursing 
Leadership,  Hospital  Senior  Leadership  and  Trustees,  Clinical  Nurse  Specialists, 
Physicians,  Human  Resources  and  Community  Leaders.  They  also  attended  a Nursing 
Grand  Rounds  which  presented  a multi-disciplinary  panel  discussion  regarding  an  case 
study  focused  on  ethical  decision-making. 

Most  importantly,  the  Magnet  appraisers  visited  the  patient  care  units.  On  the  units,  they 
spoke  with  staff  nurses,  other  members  of  the  health  care  team,  and  patients  focusing  on 
how  nursing  care  is  planned  and  delivered  and  how  the  interdisciplinary  team  works 
together  to  assure  continuity  of  care.  They  asked  about  orientation,  support  for  new 
graduate  nurses,  mentoring,  continuing  education,  and  support  for  nurses  wishing  to 
advance  their  education.  They  wanted  to  know  about  staffing  and  delegation,  and  were 
very  interested  in  nursing  research  and  evidence-based  practice.  Finally,  they  were  most 
interested  in  performance  improvement  activities.  Magnet  hospitals  not  only  are  the  best 
of  the  best,  they  continually  raise  the  bar  on  how  to  improve  patient  outcomes  and  the 
practice  environment. 

At  the  summation  of  the  site  visit,  the  Magnet  appraisers  shared  their  perceptions  of 
nursing  at  MGH.  Here  is  what  they  told  us: 

■ Nurses  at  MGH  set  the  standard  (Physician  meeting). 

■ Nurses  at  MGH  are  involved  in  everything.  (Sr.  Leadership/Trustees  meeting). 

■ “It’s  comforting  when  you’re  in  the  hands  of  a pro.”  (Patient  feedback). 
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■ Strong  collaboration  and  teamwork  - among  nurses,  helping  and  supporting 
one  another;  through  nurse-to-nurse  consultation  across  the  hospital;  and  with 
other  members  of  the  team.  The  collaboration  between  nurses  and  physicians  is 
so  powerful. 

■ Nurses  are  powerful  and  empowered.  Collaborative  governance  teams  have 
tremendous  control  and  influence  over  decisions  about  their  practice.  It  was 
noted  that  “rounds  do  not  start  until  the  nurse  arrives!”  Nurses  strongly  state  that 
they  have  a strong  sense  of  autonomy. 

■ Nursing  leadership  at  MGH  is  outstanding  - at  all  levels. 

■ There  is  excellent  communication  between  leadership  and  staff,  including  to 
and  from  evening,  night  and  weekend  staff. 

■ There  is  a strong  spirit  of  inquiry.  Research  utilization  is  a strong  point.  One 
nurse  noted,  “We  drive  our  practice  with  evidence.” 

■ Professional  development  opportunities  are  abundant  - there  is  extensive 
support  for  certification,  continuing  education,  and  advancing  education  both  in 
terms  of  scheduling  and  financial  assistance. 

■ Nurses  are  recognized  for  their  clinical  expertise  - the  Clinical  Recognition 
Program  is  a new  program  that  is  effective  in  acknowledging  growth  in  clinical 
expertise,  in  addition  to  many  other  awards. 

■ MGH  invests  in  its  nurses,  and  there  is  tremendous  return  on  investment.  It  was 
noteworthy  that  staff  never  mentioned  salary  during  the  visit. 

■ Every  one  talks  about  the  quality  of  care  provided  at  the  MGH  - often  heard 
that  they  would  bring  their  family  to  MGH  for  their  care. 

■ An  overwhelming  central  theme  was  the  strong  commitment  to  always  do  what 
is  best  for  the  patient. 

On  September  4,  2003,  the  Magnet  Commission  met  to  review  our  Magnet  application 
and  voted  to  designate  MGH  as  a Magnet  Hospital.  On  September  8,  2003, 1 received  the 
phone  call  from  the  Chairperson  of  the  Magnet  Commission  informing  me  of  MGH 
receiving  this  great  honor. 

As  graduates  of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  I know  you  join  me  in  taking  great  pride  in 
this  award.  Thank  you  for  the  role  each  of  you  has  played  in  making  the  MGH  the  great 
organization  it  is.  Celebrate!!!

Marilyn  Marzelli  Chabot  for  the  September  1953  class  created  the  following  and  read 
it  at  Homecoming  this  year  as  the  group  bedecked  in  caps  celebrated  their  50^'’ 
Anniversary. 

“Black  stockings  - make  sure  there  are  no  runs.  Black  shoes  - no  scuff  marks  if  you 
please.  Running  from  Charles  Street  - hope  I’m  not  late  for  the  6:50  am  roll  call. 
Ready  with  scissors  and  pens  tucked  away  but  retrievable.  Hair  short  - not  to  touch 
that  highly  starched  collar  I had  so  much  trouble  getting  through  the  buttonholes  of 
the  black  and  white  checkered  uniform. 

Housemothers  checking  each  and  every  boyfriend  as  they  came  through  the  door  - 
getting  in  late  - ‘thanks  for  signing  me  in.’  Those  parties  were  killers  - bathtub 
booze  and  few  inhibitions  - it  was  a rough  day  - gotta  celebrate  we  made  it  through 
another  week,  day,  month. 

Test  to  be  completed  - each  question  had  answers  from  A to  Z.  Answer  them  all  if 
you  expect  to  pass.  As  always.  Miss  Perkins  watching  from  below. 

Running  to  Thayer.  ‘Did  you  pass  that  damn  test?’  Scores  were  posted  according  to 
a number  that  we  were  given  - God  forbid  anyone  should  reveal  her  number. 
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Baker  Building  was  so  different  from  White  Building.  We  were  accepted, 
marginally.  ‘You  know  this  is  a teaching  hospital,  and  you  must  put  up  with  the 
students.’  Then  we  went  on  to  make  some  lasting  friendships  with  these  patients. 

White  Building  patients  welcomed  us  with  open  arms  and  any  prank  that  they  could 
come  up  with.  Night  duty.  Lest  we  forget.  ‘Look  at  that  patient  wandering  down  the 
hall,  naked  and  twirling  his  catheter  in  the  air.  Quick,  get  him  back  to  bed  before  the 
supervisor  makes  rounds.’  Sleeping  at  the  beach  with  visions  of  naked  men  and  of 
supervisors  in  freshly  starched  white  uniforms  dancing  tlirough  our  heads. 

‘Don’t  any  of  you  dare  step  foot  in  Phillips  House.’  That’s  off  limits  to  students 
except  in  the  kitchen  where  we  are  shown  how  to  set  the  tray  with  sterling  silver  and 
fresh  flowers  - just  in  case  we  ever  get  to  work  there  as  full-fledged  nurses.  Which, 
if  we  are  lucky  and  pay  attention,  we  may  actually  get  to  do. 

The  O.R.  ‘Oh  God,  please  don’t  let  me  faint.'  T don’t  think  1 can  hold  this  retractor 
another  minute.’ 

Who  could  ever  forget  the  Bulflnch  wards,  and  especially  B3.  How  we  suffered  with 
those  patients.  With  Joy,  the  lady  with  myasthenia  gravis  who  lived  in  an  iron  lung  in 
the  Baker  Building.  And  there  was  Vinnie  who  lost  a leg,  but  not  his  will  to  live. 
And  the  lady  with  ca  of  the  uterus  who  loved  to  have  yellow  ribbons  in  her  hair.  And 
Mike,  the  little  boy  with  brain  cancer. 

Afternoon  teas.  Yes,  there  was  some  sanity  to  life  after  all.  And  who  is  pouring  this 
afternoon?  Let’s  get  down  there  quick  so  we  won’t  miss  out  on  the  brownies. 

McLean  was  one  big  New  Month  party.  No  problem  getting  back  in  - those  veranda 
doors  were  easy  to  open.  The  frost  was  on  the  pumpkin  while  we  were  there.  It  was 
a race  to  see  who  acted  out  more  - us  or  the  patients.  Never  did  figure  out  who  won. 

On  to  BLI  where  we  were  rescued  by  the  fire  department.  Spent  hours  on  the  roof 
perfecting  our  tans.  What  a thrill  when  a stranger  asks,  ‘did  you  vacation  in  Florida 
this  winter?’  In  those  days  it  did  not  take  much  to  bolster  our  egos!  And  indeed,  they 
needed  to  be  bolstered  from  time  to  time  - like  all  the  time! 

‘May  I borrow  your  dress  - you  know  the  strapless  one  - gotta  big  date  tonight.’ 

And  then  we  became  Interns  - what  a special  time.  Getting  to  choose  where  we 
wanted  to  work.  WOW!!!  A choice,  the  first  time  since  we  stepped  foot  in  the  brick 
corridor.  And  a big  surprise  - the  first  students  to  live  at  Bartlett  Hall.  What  luxury! 
Three  bedroom  suites  with  our  own  bathroom  and  closets. 

Then  the  big  day.  Time  to  leave  the  General.  Graduation  with  those  beautiful  highly- 
starched  white  uniforms  with  at  least  a million  buttons  on  the  sleeves.  We  were 
special.  We  still  are  special,  with  this  as  our  foundation  - RNs  from  MGH.  We  went 
our  to  conquer,  as  ambassadors  of  MGH  and  nursing  everywhere.”

In  a note  from  her  husband: 

It  is  with  deep  sadness  that  1 report  the  passing  of  my  wife,  Beatrice  Taylor  Dunphy,  on 
July  1.  Bea  had  been  on  oxygen  24/7  since  a year  ago  May.  She  had  pneumonia  and 
xrays  showed  a small  shadow.  She  was  at  Brigham  and  Women’s  until  December  when 
the  doctor  informed  us  that  she  could  not  meet  their  health  standards  for  surgery.  Next  to 
MGH,  where  Dr  Waine  agreed  to  operate  on  March  6.  He  removed  a cancerous  nodule 
from  the  lower  right  lobe.  She  spent  10  days  at  MGH  and  then  30  at  Mt  Sinai  in 
Waltham.  She  came  home  on  April  15'’’  to  get  back  on  her  feet.  She  made  great  progress 
until  June  20‘*’  when  she  snuck  out  to  the  garden  to  cut  some  flowers.  Bea  tripped  and 
landed  on  her  right  hand  with  compound  fractures  to  both  wrist  bones.  Went  to  BI  where 
they  put  together  what  they  could  in  3 -4  hours  of  surgery. 

She  had  good  days  and  bad  days.  On  July  1 we  went  in  for  our  usual  visit.  Her  condition 
deteriorated  over  night.  After  3 meetings  with  the  doctors  and  my  children,  1 made  the 
decision  to  stop  all  the  pain  and  suffering.  We  stayed  and  talked  to  her  until  the  end.

In  Memoriam:  Barbara  Jean  “Bobbee”  Petroff  Henrick  died  on  April  29,  2003.  She 
was  diagnosed  with  multiple  myeloma  in  December  2001  when  she  found  a lump  on  her 
head.  The  tumors  were  in  many  of  her  bones  but  the  one  on  her  skull  was  compressing 
her  brain.

Amounts  of  Loan  Available: 

A sum  not  to  exceed  $8,000  may  be  borrowed  per  lifetime. 


Qualifications  of  Applicant: 

1 . Active  member  of  the  Alumnae  Association  (paid  up  dues  for  2 years  prior  to 
applying  and  for  the  duration  of  the  loan  period) 

2.  Good  health  and  suitable  personal  qualifications 

3.  Acceptable  academic  standing  and  professional  achievement  in  nursing

Repayment  of  Loan: 

1 The  personal  signature  of  the  applicant  is  the  only  guarantee  required. 

2 Repayments  are  made  on  a monthly  installment  plan,  payments  being  due  on  the 
10*^  of  each  month,  commencing  three  (3)  months  after  completion  of  the 
program 

3.  The  amount  of  each  payment  is  to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  in  consultation 
with  the  applicant  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made. 

4.  Interest  starts  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  and  is  2%  of  the  balance  for  that 
year.  The  rate  is  then  increased  to  4%  simple  interest  on  whatever  balance  is 
remaining  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  There  is  NO  PENALTY  of  early 
repayment  of  the  loan. 

Repayment  of  loans  of  $500  to  $4,000  are  to  be  completed  in  three  (3)  years.
